The steel struggle was a classic 
one— a knock-dow n, drag-out b a t­ 
tle all the w’ay, fanned by daily 
publicity 
blasts 
from

union and industry contenders. 
P resident Trum an decided not to 
invoke the court injunction provi­ 
sions of the T aft-H artley Law' to 
stop the steel walkout. 
Instead, 
he 
let 
the 
Wage 
Stabilization 
Board (W SB) recom m end settle­ 
m ent term s. 
W hen the WSB finally m ade Its 
suggestions, industry w idely c riti­ 
cized them as far too generous, 
but W SB m em bers defended them 
as fair. 
The w ind-up, after the longest 
steel strike in history ended in 
July, w as that the CIO steelw ork­ 
ers union accepted term s less than 
the WSB had recommended. 
The 
tw o-year contract called for a 21.5 
cents boost in W’ages and other 
benefits. 
President Criticized 
Seizure of the steel industry and 
governm ent threats to im pose the 
WSB’s full recom m endations on 
the seized industry brought w ide- 
s p r e a d criticism of T rum an’s 
handling of the affair. 
The Suprem e Court finally held 
in a 6-3 decision that T rum an’s 
seizure was unconstitutional. 
It 
steered clear, however, of clearly 
defining 
Presidential 
pow ers 
in 
severe labor strikes.

Choice Yule Tree 
A Christm as tree that sheds its 
needles soon after being brought 
indoors adds anything but joy 
to 
the holiday season. So it is well to 
. m ake sure the tree has been fresh­ 
ly cut. There are two easy ways 
of telling whether or not it is dry, 
advises M artin L. Davey Jr., the 
tree expert. 
1. Thum p the butt sharply on the 
floor. If the needles shower down, 
you certainly don’t want it in ypur 
living room. 
2. Feel twigs and foliage between 
thum b and index 
finger. 
If 
the 
twigs 
aren’t reasonably resilient 
or the needles are dry and crum b­ 
ly, look around for a better buy. 
The dry 
tree 
not 
only 
looks 
scraggly in short order, but it con­ 
stitutes a fire hazard. When you do 
pick your Yule evergreen, secure­ 
ly anchor the butt in a tinsel-cov­ 
ered pail of w ater or other recep­ 
tacle. Your tree 
will 
last longer 
and look fresher during its ordeal 
in a heated room if it has a w ater 
supply. 
Of course, a Christm as tree m ust 
look like one. That m eans it should 
be selected for its spire, attrac­ 
tive color, pyram idal shape and

BAY CITY (A*)—The trial of a 
former Navy material inspector on 
a charge of accepting a bribe from 
a government contractor neared a 
Federal Court jurV today. 
The defendant is Dale C. Hull, 
38, of Ossineke, Mich., an inspec­ 
tor for the Navy at the Alpena 
plant of the Bester M anufacturing 
Co., prior to his arrest. 
Hull is charged with accepting 
a $520 bribe at Alpena last Oct. 13 
from Elmer Speicher of Farm ing­ 
ton, Mich., who “planted” the ap­ 
parent bribe as part of an FBI 
trap. Speicher operates the Spike 
M anufacturing Co., a Farm ington 
machine shop which makes parts 
for a Navy gun breach mechanism 
that is assembled at the Besser 
company. 
Speicher testified that Hull, after 
rejecting some of the parts, sug­ 
gested that “for the price of IO 
pieces” he would stop rejecting 
them.

Could Bear Study, Correction 


'P O tell us about the workings of our fed- 
A eral government, w e have government 
press officers by the hundreds. Yet there 
is a strong feeling 
that 
we 
don't 
learn 
enough about what really goes on in Wash­ 
ington. 
Robert Ramspeck. chairm an of the U. S. 
Civil Service Commission, thinks we ought 
to have a complete, non-political study of 
the w ork done by governm ent information 
men. It sounds like a good idea. 
Since the problems of the 
various 
de­ 
partm ents vary so greatly, w e should not 
expect to find—nor should we dem and—a 
high degree of uniformity in 
information 
practices. Obviously the State Department, 
’he Defense Department and 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission cannot be 
looked 
to 
for the kind of 
information 
policies 
we 
might anticipate in the 
Interior 
D epart­ 
ment. Vital .secrets must be kept. 
S till we ao have the right 
to 
expect 
from all departm ents a sincere effort to 
disclose to the American people every bit 
of information essential to 
their 
under­ 
standing of the governm ent’s activities, so 
long as it does not jeopardize security to 
release it. 
There isn’t any convincing evident e that 
we are getting that sort of help from in- 
lormation officers today. Here and there 
an extremely competent press aide turns 
up. But too many deal in calculated vague­ 
ness. Too many consider it their job to pro­ 
tect their superiors, to save 
them 
from 
embarrassment, rather than inform.

Performed Soon After Child's Birth

like

lar, on the back. What is the cause of this 
and can anything be done?

A—Spina bifida is one of the congenital 
detect* and Involve* the lower part of the 
spine, often with the pushing out of some 
of the soft tissues of the spinal cord Itself. 
It is likely to be associated with other de­ 
fects of development. 
The outlook depends on the size of the 
defect and the presence or absence of other 
malformations, lf it seems as though an 
operation would be worthwhile, this la us­ 
ually best done during the first few weeks 
of life.

A—In must cases the cause of this con­ 
dition is uncertain and various yeaata or 
fungi which are found are considered bi 
be secondary. There have been reports of 
Ibis condition developing from penicillin, 
however. It is harmless and treatment with 
such drugs as seem advisable la aimed at 
clearing away the offending growth.

of scratching, lf ordinary soothing lotions 
or ointment* relieve the

Loyalty Oath Laws 
Are Not Outlawed 
'T H E Supiem e Court did not outlaw loy- 
A alty oath laws as such when the Court 
invalidated the Oklahoma law this week. 
The decision of the Court was not at all in 
conflict with previous decisions upholding 
loyalty oath laws a f other states. 
The Supreme Court ruled that the Okla­ 
homa Jaw was too far-reaching, 
that 
it 
barred persons trom 
public 
employment 
for past membership iii subversive organi­ 
zations even though they were not aware 
that these “front” organizations were ac­ 
tually subversive. 
The Court, however, has held in a num ­ 
ber of decisions that loyalty oaths may be 
required as a requisite for public employ­ 
ment, provided the loyalty oath lavvs are 
specific and reasonable. And 
the 
courts 
have upheld the viewpoint that m em ber­ 
ship in the Communist party is grounds 
for banning a person from public employ­ 
ment. 
Many peisons unwittingly loin organi­ 
zations that are subversive in nature w ith­ 
out realizing the subversive purposes of 
such organizations. It is for the protection 
of these innocent people that the Supreme 
Court struck down the Oklahoma law.

WASHINGTON—Now that 
Eisenhower 
is back, more can be written about his Ko­ 
rean talks. Actually the talks consisted of 
a series ol bull sessions at which military 
strategy was hashed 
over 
far 
into 
the 
night. 
Gen. James Van Fleet is a West Point 
classmate ol 
Eisenhower’s. 
Gen. 
Mark 
Clark served under him in North Aine*. 
Gen. Omar Bradley is/also a classmate. So 
they all sat around in the evenings, m ull­ 
ing over Korean problems 
and 
alterna­ 
tives. 
Tne sessions sometimes iastea until a l­ 
ter mianignt, which was one reason activi­ 
ty during tne daytime was restricted. Eis­ 
enhower told the military chiels when he 
arrived that he was completely exhausted, 
had had no leal rest tor six months, that 
so-called vacation at Augusta, Ga., was a 
bust. That was the chiel reason, inciden­ 
tally, lur the slow trip home by cruiser and 
the stopover in Hawaii. 
Some ol tne things that 
can

told 
about the Geenral's bull sessions, without 
involving security, follow: 
1. Van Fleet assured that U. N. forces 
were strong enough defensively 
to 
hold 
the Chinese armies no matter what force 
they threw against us. 
2. General Clark offered three alterna­ 
tives: 
A. Continue to pound the enemy within 
tile present coniines ol the war, trying to 
chew' up enemy 
lorces 
and 
discourage 
them, but not advance. 
B. Go into M anchuria by air and 
de­ 
stroy supply bases there. 
C. Go into Manchuria by air and simul­ 
taneously advance to the border of M an­ 
churia by land. 
Clark warned that lie could give no as­ 
surance the Chinese would not 
continue 
the war from Manchuria once we got up 
to the border. 
Eisenhower made no 
definite 
commit­ 
ment on what course to follow. 
Note—General Clark suggested that Eis­ 
enhower leave Korea 
alter 
being 
there 
only two days. He teared a bombing attack 
by enemy planes. Ike 
said 
no, 
that 
he 
would stay three days.

Most Viruses Hit Once; Then 
You May Be Naturally Immune

NEW YORK— (N EA )—The key 
to present and future virus re­ 
search is an observation made 163 
years ago. 
The English scientist, 
Edward Jenner, noted that milk­ 
maids w'ho had recovered from 
cowpox never got smallpox. 
That w?as the beginning of stud­ 
ies that may some day conquer 
the dread virus diseases, like polio. 
Jen n er’s observation was the first 
recognition of the phenomenon of 
im m unity—if you 
recover 
from 
most virus diseases, the chances 
are you won’t get them again. 
When a virus invades your sys­ 
tem, your body goes to work and 
m anufactures 
antibodies. 
Those 
particles in your blood fight the 
virus. 
In some diseases, such as 
measles, the antibodies stay 
in 
your blood the rest of your life, 
and you are permanently immune. 
In others, such as the common 
cold, the immunity is very short, 
or possibly non-existent. 
This is natural immunity. Many 
of us have become naturally im­

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Elections Chief 
Scans Mistakes 


LANSING (TP)—State Elections 
Director Edward W. Frey today 
took a critical look at some of 
the mistakes of the 1952 Michigan 
election and recommended some 
changes. 
Prey, the state’s first full-time 
elections chief—who took office 
last spring—said “a good start” 
has been made toward instructing 
local election officials, a “begin­ 
ning” has been made toward clar­ 
ifying election laws and “some 
progress” has been made in ed­ 
ucating the public on 
election 
matters. 
Officials Bull-headed 
Prey reserved his greatest cri­ 
ticism for certain local officials 
who refused to try to improve. An 
equally serious problem, he said, 
was the complete lack of state 
control in the choosing of precinct 
election workers. 
In some counties, he said, there 
exists “antagonism or downright 
bullheadedness” 
against election 
schools. He added that townships 
and cities with the poorest record 
in compiling election returns also 
were those which did not send 
officials to election schools. 
Frey said some suggestions for 
improvement propose that county 
clerks be given legal control over 
at least three workers in each pre­ 
cinct polling place. 
Law Not Clear 
Trey recommended clarification 
of the law covering applications 
for absentee ballots and the regis­ 
tration of voters on election day. 
He said confusion arose this year 
over the rights of party challen­ 
gers. 
Frey proposed a state law re­ 
quiring all county clerks to file 
with him the total registrations in 
each county. He said there now is 
no way of knowing how many are 
registered in the state. 
He said he would recommend 
later a different method of choos­ 
ing election inspectors and board 
members. 
He asked for legal authority to 
deal with cases of laxity, negli­ 
gence 
and 
inefficiency 
in 
the 
handling and care of ballot boxes 
and ballots, as well as vote tamp­ 
ering and fraud.

Dec. 5. He said then there is “ a 
clear and definite solution to the 
Korean conflict.” 
Eisenhower, who had just com­ 
pleted a three-dav inspection of the 
war zone in Korea in search of j 
a formula, messaged MacArthur 
from aboard a cruiser in the Pa­ 
cific that he would like to confer 
with him. MacArthur promptly ac­ 
cepted. 
The meeting yesterday was ar­ 
ranged by Dulles, who also sat 
in. 
When it was over, neither Eisen­ 
hower nor MacArthur said in their 
brief statements whether they were 
in agreement on a course to follow 
in Korea. Neither mentioned the 
“ clear and definite solution” which 
MacArthur had talked about Dec. 
5- 
Two Old Friends 
An Eisenhower aide said pri­ 
vately there was no doubt that 
MacArthur had set forth a plan. 
“After all.” said the aide, “that 
was the whole purpose of the 
meeting.” 
The conference started a few 
minutes after I p.m., and Eisen­ 
hower and MacArthur left Dulles’ 
home 2 hours 
and 15 minutes 
later. 
The President-elect said in 
a 1 
statement to reporters after the 
meeting: 
“ I have just met with two old 
friends for a very enjoyable lunch-, 
eon. 


“ Our general topic of conversa­ 
tion was peace. We discussed the 
possibility of peace in Korea with 
particular reference to the world 
.situation, in which, of course, such 
Korean peace would have to be 
determined.” 
Eisenhower turned to MacArthur 
outside Dulles’ home and said he 
hoped “ my former commander will 
say a few words.” 


Friendship Resumed 


Newsmen up close heard Eisen­ 
hower say he and MacArthur had 
“ a very fine conversation” and 
believed he had described it as 
a profitable discussion. 
MacArthur spoke to reporters in 
a voice no more audible than the 
President-elect’s. 
He said he had “a very pleasant 1 
reunion with the President-elect.” I 
and remarked it was the 
first 
time they had seen each other 
in nearly six years. MacArthur] 
also said the meeting marked “re­ 
sumption of friendship and com­ 
radeship of 35 years.” 
MacArthur supported Sen. Rob­ 
ert A. Taft for the COP presi­ 
dential nomination. 
He gave no 
public backing to Eisenhower dur­ 
ing the campaign.

Production Capacity

DETROIT (J*) —The tremendous 
production capacity that has been 
developed by the nation’s auto in­ 
dustry was demonstrated again in 
1952. 
Along with a multi-billion dollar 
arm am ent program the 
industry 
also kept the nation's civilian popu­ 
lation supplied with the passenger 
cars and trucks it reeded. Approx­ 
imately 4,300,000 passenger 
cars 
and 1,150.000 trucks were 
built, 
despite strikes, materials 
short­ 
ages and uncertainties 
regarding 
numerous governmental controls. 
No Buying Rush 
Remov al last May of restrictions 
on installment buying of new cars 
and the June-July steel strike were 
major developments of the year 
for the auto industry. 
However, 
neither had the full effect expected 
at the time. Removal of the one- 
third down, 18-months-to-pay pro­ 
gram did not bring a rush of buy­ 
ers to the showrooms, and the in­ 
dia try made up most of the pro­ 
duction lost in the 
53-day 
steel 
strike. 
At the end of the 
steel 
.strike 
several car companies had closed 
down assembly lines and it was 
theo estimated the output loss was 
550,000 vehicles. Rut the industry 
put on a production spurt in the 
final quarter cl the year to wind 
up with virtually its full permis­ 
sible output quota under national 
defense act provisions. 
Looking well into 1953. the auto 
makers are counting upon removal 
of the quota system and the build­ 
ing of at least five million passen­ 
ger cars. 
Fight For Top Place 
For m a n y months the auto man­ 
ufacturers 
have 
protested 
that 
materials shortages are more sta 
tistical than real; 
“Give 
us 
a 
chance at a free 
m arket." 
they 
have been crying. Now they look 
for the lifting of materials controls 
bv 
the 
end of the year’s 
first 
quarter. 
That, according to more than a 


few industry observers, could 
be 
the signal for the broadcast com­ 
petitive b a t t l e the automobile 
makers have known since long be­ 
fore World War II. It could mean, 
these experts say, a fight between 
Chevrolet and Ford for top place 
in the lower priced car field and 
another contest in the quality car 
field. 
Back in the latter field after an 
absence of 
more 
than a decade 
and a half is the famed Packard 
Motor Car Co. 
Headed 
now 
by 
Jam es J. Nance, experienced 
in 
both manufacturing and merchan­ 
dising, it recently announced 
its 
re-entry into the quality car field. 
The pattern of styling 
and de­ 
sign for 1953 model cars, of course, 
already have been drawn. The new 
cars are roomier, more 
stream­ 
lined. They have better automatic 
transmissions; 
improved 
power­ 
plants and a much wider array of 
optional equipment items. 
With such newer optional 
fea­ 
tures as power steering, 
power 
brakes, tinted glass, 
refrigerated 
air conditioning and 
wire wheels 
with chrome plated spokes as well 
as the now generally 
demanded 
automatic 
transmissions, 
radios 
and heaters, up to $1,500 worth of 
added equipment can be added to 
a new car.

Some­ 
times a post is sold, bringing $500 
and even $600. 
The serenos live exclusively from 
the tips they get for opening doors 
or guarding shops. In some aristo­ 
cratic sectors, a Sereno may make 
as much as 5.000 or 6,000 pesetas 
a month, as much as the director 
general of a governmental depart­ 
ment. The lowliest of serenos will 
make 2.000 pesetas—more than an 
Army major.
